Wi To President Reagan, it sounded like 
an intriguing offcr, put on the table 
almost casua!ly by Mikhail Gorbachev 
in the first hours of the Reykjavik sum- 
mit. The Soviets, said the Kremlin 
boss, would stop jamming Voice of 
America hroadcasts to the U-S.S.R. if 
the White House would help Moscow 
gain regular access to American air- 
waves. Former radio announcer Rea- 
gan was noncommittal, but less than 10 
hours later, he dispatched his longtime 
friend, U.S. Information Agency Direc- 
tor Charles Wick, to Soviet headquar- 
ters at the Saga Hotel to see his coun- 
terpart, Aleksandr Yakovlev, a rising 
star of Gorbachev's team. The result 
was a series of proposals that, though 
still in the talking stage, would add up 
to one of the most curious deals in the 
annals of U.S.-Soviet relations. The 
possible terms, U.S. News learned last 
week, have set off an acrimonious be- 
hind-the-scenes debate in Washington. 
In return for an end to the jamming of 
VOA, what Wick offered the Soviets was 
an arrangement that would put Radio 
Moscow on the AM dial in the U.S. so 
that whenever American listeners be- 
came bored by disc-jockey nattering 
they could tune in to a Gorbachev 
speech—translated into English—en 
collective farms. The prablem for the 
Soviets is that while Radio Moscow 
beams 224 hours of programs a week to 
North America in English, few Ameri- 
cans listen. The transmissions are now 
carried on shortwave bands, which are 
about as popular in the U.S. as stock- 
market reports might be in the U.S.S.R. 
To boost Radio Moscow’s ratings,

Wick and Yakovlev discussed such pos- 
sibilitics as allowing the Soviets to lease 
time from an American network (by law 
foreigners can’t own U.S. broadcast me- 
dia), assigning an AM frequency to a 
Soviet station that might he cstahltshed 
in Cuba, or permitting the Kremlin to 
rent time on a U.S. domestic satellite 
from which programs could be picked 
up by interested American stations. 
High-level people in the State Depart- 
ment are boiling. They view Wick as a 
political unsophisticate whose diplomat- 
ic role should stop at the water’s cdge. 
One official says he fears the U.S. might 
be “‘suckered into” arrangements that 
could lead to Russian cheating. He 
warns that if the Soviets are given an AM 
frequency in the U.S., they may later 
resume VOA jamming—perhaps in a 
crisis such as Solidarity’s rise in Poland, 
as they did in 1980—while counting on 
American traditions of free speech to 
protect their AM frequency from repri- 
sals. Another State Department official,

transmitters that pours out 60 mega- 
watts a day—twice as much power as 
the Department of Defense needs te 
keep the lights burning at the Pentagon. 
Mulling over motives 

Wick says he is insisting on an end to 
all Soviet jamming, but officials of Ra- 
dio Liberty and Radio Free Europe are 
skeptical that any agreement would be 
as pat as Wick makes it sound. One 
fumes that the USIA director “double- 
crossed Radio Free Europe and Radio 
Liberty” by ignoring their needs in his 
discussion with Yakovlev. Says anoth- 
er: “RFE and RL get 70 percent of the 
Soviet jamming. If the Soviets stop 
jamming VOA, they can throw all their 
jammers at RFE and RL broadcasts 
and drown them out.” 

Radio Free Europe and Radio Liber- 
ty officials believe the Saviet offer to 
stop jamming VOA is aimed at “isolat- 
ing” RFE and RL, which the Soviets 
consider “émigré stations” churning 
out “war propaganda,” as opposed to 
VOA, which they regard as more re- 
strained. One top Radio Free Europe 
editor predicts that if Gorbachev's offer 
falls through, the Kremlin leader will 
make a good-will gesture by stopping 
VOA’s jamming in any case—thereby 
making the jamming of RFE and RL 
seem more tolerable. 

Last month,: the Soviets ballyhooed 
their decision to stop jamming broad- 
casts by China and Albania, then 
switched the jamming stations to the 
frequencies of the Deutsche Welle, 
West Germany’s cquivalent of VOA 
“They are in the process of rearranging 
their jamming priorities,” says one 
State Department official. 

Wick dismisses such critics. He says 
he hopes to make a deal by niid-De- 
cember—one he promises will be free 
of loopholes: “We'll just have to sit 
down and talk it out.” |

The period of 0100-0630 has given 
me the most pleasure of all, what with Mexican agreements and the Gy’s all (or most) at 1000 
watts at night. Also, it makes for more Dx possibilities. 

730 seems to be the most active of the Mexican (former) clears in the U. S. But it 
seems like 900 has been kicking its heels up a bit. 

It’s nice to see the DX tests making a cameback in the club. We were stagnant for 
awhile there. Of the 8 that were scheduled between 10-27 and 11-24, I received 2 of them, 
not many, but it’s 2 stations I didn’t have before. It would be nice to see Dx tests 
performed during a station’s known silent period. For instance on Tuesday mornings when 
WCFL-1000 is off, KOMO could test. 

Speaking of off, WIND-560 was off Monday morning 11-24 as they have been doing since 
they went Spanish, and I’ve been trying every Monday to get tother stations on this 
frequency. (Reminds me of the SSS frenzy when they were off a week or so when they changed 
ownership. ) And it finally paid off 11-24 3:30-3:34 am CST, KLZ Denver with c&éw mx coming 
through.

All my DX is done on a Sony ICF-2010 with no external antenna. I used to listen on car 
radios and my boan box, anything I could get my hands on: clock radios, Sony Walkman, you 
name it.

The purpose of the station would be to 
broadcast to the native people along the Bering Sea coast and maybe also on the Siberian 
side. I believe that station became KICY. At that time there was no broadcast station 
within several hundred miles of Nome. However, of power line noise there was plenty! While 
there I met an Eskimo who spent his winters on King Island. That is a small rocky island in 
the Bering Sea about 75 miles west of Name. There was no electrical generating equipment on 
the island. He had a Zenith Transoceanic which of course could be operated on batteries. 
The DX he described was fabulous! (Sign him up! ~pls) 73.
